Representative John E. Beck of Chel- 
sea said that it is the purpose of the

Mr. Sullivan Favors Bill 


John A. Sullivan, corporation counsel 
for Boston, was before the committee to 
ask for the passage of an act to confirm 
and ratify all takings of land by the 
street commissioners subsequent to June 
11, 1909, under the new city charter. 
It appeared that there are some 250 
cases of possible cloud on title involving 
$1,500,000 of property. If this act is 
passed it will clear off that cloud and 
at the same time protect any persom ag- 
grieved by such taking by giving him 
right to a jury. 

Mayor Howard of Brockton was pres- 
ent to urge his petition and bill to permit 
that city to borrow $50,000 for develop- 
ment of its playground by the addition of 
a skating park, track, etc. 


More Power for Land Board 


Further extension of the jurisdiction 
of. the state harbor and land commission 
over the waters of the Merrimac river 
comes before the legislative committee 
of ways and means at the State House 
today. 

The petition presented by the commis- 
sion, upon which a public hearing will be 
given today, authorizes the commission 
to extend its authority and supervision 
over that part of the ‘river which is 
above tidal waters, and is in line with 
the intention of the state to prepare for 
the development of this stream with the 
aid of the national government. 

Already the commission has been al- 
lowed to bring the entire length of the 
Connecticut river in the state under its 
supervision with excellent results. A re- 
solve calling for the further improve- 
ment of the river, which has been intro- 
duced with the intention of calling out 
legislation of some kind to this end, is 
also to be considered in connection with 
the commission’s petition.

TRADE OF CHOSEN, 
KOREA, SAID TO BE 
SHOWING INCREASE 


(Spectal to the Monitor) 
SEOUL, Korea-—-The returns from 
Chosen, Korea, of trade with other coun- 


tries for the month of February put the 
value of exports and imports at 2.470,- 
000 yen and 4,450,000 yen respectively. 
The figures show increases of 1,129,000 
yen in the former, and 260,000 yen in 
the latter, as against the returns for 
the corresponding month of last year. 

The chief articles for export were rice, 
beans, raw cotton and ox hides. Not- 
withstanding the price of rice had shown 
a fall during the month, the export of it 
amounted im value to 1,360,000 yen, which 
represents an increase of 1,060,000 yen 
as against the preceding month. Ox hides 
and raw cotton also showed increases of 
20,000 yen and 110,000 yen respectively 
aS against the preceding month. 

As for imports, no remarkable change 
was noticed on the whole as against the 
returns for the corresponding month of 
last year. Import of Manchurian millet 
showed a decrease of 230,000 yen in value 
as against last year. This is greatly due 
to the low price of rice prevailing in 
Chosen, and persons who used millet be- 
fore, now use rice, 

Rice imported amounted to 180,000 
yen, while that of the corresponding 
month of last year was 30,000 yen. The 
railway material imported amounted to 
170,000 yen. 


BERLIN-MILAN 
NEW TELEPHONE 
SERVICE STARTS 


(Special to the Monitor) 

BERLIN, Germany—The new tele- 
phone service has now been inaugurated 
between Berlin, Frankfort am Maine, 
and Milan. The cable is 1350 km. long, 
and passes through the Simplon tunnel. 
Lengthy trials have proved that, thanks 
to the careful technical calculations and 
preparations, the voice can be heard very, 
clearly and distinctly on the telephone. 

The charge for the usual three minutes 
call from Berlin to Milan is 4 marks; and 
from Frankfort to Milan 3 marks. Urgent 
calls, taking precedence of calls already 
on the line, are charged at treble rates. 
Night calls are only charged three fifths 
of the full rate, while monthly sub- 
scribers will pay half rates. It is hoped 
that the new telephone service will be 
appreciated by both countries.

LUDLOW STRIKERS’ 
LOSS LESS THAN 
FIRST REPORTED 


Reenforcements Are Sent to State 
Soldiers Who Also Call for 


More Ammunition 


DENVER, Colo.—With strikers and 
militiamen at Ludlow, in the southern 
Colorado coal fields, ready for a re- 
newal of the fighting which took place 
there for 14 hours yesterday, later des- 
patches today from Trinidad near Lud- 
low indicated that the record was less 
than had been reported. One militia 
man is known to have been killed. 

At °:30 a. m., Ed Doyle, district seecre- 
tary of the United Miners, contrary to 
reports of 11 to 13 strikers killed, de- 
clared his latest advices from there re- 
ported only one fatality. He denied 
that Louis Tikas, strike leader, had 
been shot. At that hour fighting had 
not been resumed. The last of the 
militia had been withdrawn from the 
strike fields last week, but all avail- 
able companies have been ordered back. 

Brigadier-General Chase received from 
Maj. P. J. Henrock, commanding the 
troops in tle field, a code message say- 
ing: 

“Have been fighting all day. One 
militia man killed and three injured.

Reservoir and Dam in Upper Mo- 
hawk River Impound Supply 
From Watershed of 137 Miles 


One of the reservoirs for the Rome 
level, about five miles north of Rome, 
impounding the waters of the upper 
Mokawk river, in a basin in which the 
hamlet of Delta was formerly situated, 
is completed. 

The dam at this reservoir contains 
about 90,000 cubic yards of masonry; 
it is 100 feet long, with 300 feet of 
spillway near the center. Its maximum 
height is 100 feet above rock while the 
overfall from crest to pool is about 70 
feet, the water in the pool being at 
least 10 feet deep to act as a cushion 
to break the fall. 

The reservoir has an area at crest 
level of 414 square miles, a maximum 
depth of 70 feet, an average depth of 
23 feet and a capacity of 2,750,000,000 
cubic feet, getting its supply from a 
watershed of 137 square miles. 

The other new reservoir is formed = 
a dam across West Canada creek near 
the village of Hinckley. This dam is 
3700 feet long, mainly an earthern stfuc- 
ture with a concrete core wall. At the 
creek channel there are gate chambers 
and a spillway 400 feet long The mason- 
ry contents of this dam are 110,020 cubic 
vards, while the embankment amounts 
to 611,200 cubie vards. 

Eighty-two feet is the maximum height 
of masonry above rock. The overfall at 
the spillway is 61 feet. The area of the 
reservoir at crest level is 4.46 square 
miles; its maximum depth 75 feet and 
average depth 28 feet; its capacity is 
3,445,000,000 cubic feet, drawn from a

As for Senator Weeks’ plan, indorsed by Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels, the naval affairs committee is to pass upon the feasibility 
of utilizing certain ships for the purpose of carrying passengers, 
mail and freight between the Atlantic coast of the United States 
and the west-coast of South America. New York, New Orleans 
and Colon would be among the stopping places previous to the ships

Congress With Executive 


Save in the recent election in New 
Jersey there has thus far been no check 
to President Wilson. The House and 
Senate are not only Democratic, but he has 
their support. He has carried through 
every item of his program so far, and 
although he is opposed strongly on the 
canal tolls issue there is every reason 
to believe that he will win. He is al- 
ready planning to put through his com- 
plete set of trust measures before the 
close of the present session of Congress. 
The effect of the legislation he already has 
obtained is not yet known. Millions of eyes 
are watching for it; millions of ears are 
straining to catch the first tangible, de- 
finite news of it. Everybody interested 
nearly or remotely in politics is expec- 
tant with regard to it. If that news 
shall be satisfactory to the country—if, 
say, six months from now the country 
is assured of a revival of industry and 
trade, the fall elections may be favorable 
to the administration: if present un- 
settled conditions continue, or if they 
should grow worse, the fall elections are 
almost certain to be unfavorable. In the 
first event, hardly a serious obstacle will 
stand in the way of Mr. Wilson’s re- 
nomination in 1916, and his reelection 
will be almost certain to follow. In the 
second event, with dull times. in the 
country, an unfriendly majority in the 
House, and, a little later, in the Senate, 
‘Mr. Wilson will be in a no more en- 
viable position than was Grover Cleve- 
land at the last, and the campaign of 
1916 on both sides will be open to all 
comers. Even under the most untoward 
circumstances Mr. Wilson in all proba- 
bility will be an important factor in the 
contest; he may still have tremendous 
strength with his party, but neither his 
renomination nor his reelection will be a 
foregone conclusion.

popular sentiment with relation to these 
discoveries; who in the precinct, ward 
and township organizations are weaving 
situations and molding conditions that 
will influence and sway the multitudes 
in 1916. They may not determine who 
the successful candidate shall be, but 
they have often so determined, and they 
invariably assemble the groups from 
which the successful candidate is chosen. 


Possible Situations Noted 


In the front row there are now, of 
course, three distinguished personages, 
and these the little and the big, the 
obscure and the conspicuous practical 
politician must take into his reckoning. 
These form the basis, as it were, of 
original conjecture and speculation. As- 
suming that they shall remain in their 
present position, the country in 1916 
will have another three-cornered fight 
for the presidency. Assuming on the 
other hand, that Mr. Taft and Mr. Roose- 
velt shall drop out, the probabilities will 
be favorable to a two-party contest. 
Should Mr. Wilson for any reason be 
taken from the group the practical poli- 
ticians will be prepared to draw upon a 
score of substitutes. Aside from those 
in the limelight are many presidential 
possibilities now unknown to the general 
public as such, unknown, perhaps, to 
themselves as such, but who may become 
available and inevitable, as have some 
in the past, by a fortuitous turn of 
events, or, as Mr. Bryan achieved his 
earliest celebrity and distinction, and 
first nomination, by the skilful -turn of 
a phrase. There are times when the 
electoral mass is prone to become emo- 
tional, heedlessly enthusiastic, wedded to 
an idol, and those adept in the applica- 
tion of the basic principles of politics 
are ever alert and ready to take advan- 
tage of these opportunities. Hence the 
eleventh hour personality; hence the 
dark horse; hence the wild demonstra- 
tion; hence, sometimes, the stampede and 
the upsetting of all.sane calculations 
and well-laid plans. 


Timber Seen as Plentiful 


There is no shortage of presidential 
timber; there would be no shortage if 
the entire stock on hand should be elim- 
inated. The need is itself an assurance 
of supply. It is an axiomatic paradox 
in politics that every vacancy is already 
filled. The withdrawal of a man from 
public life with the expectation that he 
cannot be replaced, is like the withdrawal 
of one’s finger from water with the ex- 


pectation of seeing the hole. No sooner 


‘is it announced that a leading presiden- 


tial aspirant is out of the way, of his 
own volition or perforce, than the 
thoughts of multitudes’ involuntarily 
run through the list of present or past 
cabinet officers, present or past senators, 
present or past representatives, present 
or past governors—over the entire list of 
known availables—in search of a suc- 
cessor, and the problem usually is one 
of choice rather than one of scarcity. 
So might there be listed here as alter- 
natives to any of the three in the front 
row those who passed safely through the 
trying ordeals of 1912, those who have 
survived the tariff and currency battles, 
those who are likely to come unscathed 
through the canal tolls engagement; and 
such a list might be lengthened, and 
perhaps strengthened, by the addition 
of some who have studiously and suc- 
cessfully kept aloof from the party 
feud and factional strife of the last few 
years. P

Mexico’s Possible Influence 


There has been intentional avoidance 
here, so far, of the Mexican situation 
and the part that armed intervention

superficially acquainted with history 


know how great a part the prominent | 
actors in American wars of the past 


have subsequently played in public at- 
fairs. The war of 1812 provided the 
country with presidential candidates and 
with Presidents almost to the period of 
the Mexican war, the heroes of which 
were given preference over nearly all 
other presidential aspirants until the 
breaking out of the rebellion, which in 


its turn, contributed a series of execu-} 


tives with war records that, with only 
two intermissions, carried the nation 
from 1868 down to the Spanish war, a 
conflict that was instrumental in placing 
Theodore <‘oosevelt, and, incidentally, 
William Howard Taft in the White House. 
In the presence of political consequences 
almost certain to ensue from campaign- 
ing in Mexico—consequences that would 
be felt immediately and permanently— 
it is better not to discuss the situation 
further; it is best to pause and await 
events.

One player, A, had the 
bal] she drove from the first tee brought 
back to her by a small child who proudly 
announced “I have found a ball.” In 
lamentable ignorance of the complete 
provisions of rule 17 (the intelligent 
child would have shown where the ball 
had lain) the players went back to the 
clubhouse to consult the secretary, who 
could give no better advice than “Tee 
another. ball and start again.” This 
was done and the round completed: but 
both A and her fellow-competitor, B, who 
returned the winning score, were dis- 
qualified for having discontinued play 
at the first hole, B having accompanied 
A back to the tee for A’s second start. 
The rules committee expressed the opin- 
ion that it was unfair of the club com- 
mittee to disqualify; as the secretary, 
who presumably represented the commit- 
tee, had raised no objection at the time; 
but it seems to me that the disqualifi- 
cation might almost be justified on the 
ground of gross ignorance of rules and 
consequent unreliability as markers.

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There is practically no doubt at all as to the antiquity of the lock. 
Its pedigree is established beyond quéstion by reason of its associa- 
{ions in the past. When it comes to fixing the date of its fashioning 
more exactly, there is the irrefutable evidence of the reversed shield, 
a heraldic feature known to be confined strictly to the reign of the 
last Henry. The entire scheme of decoration is beyond words elab- 
orate and curious. Calais was still an English possession and there 
was still some shadow of a pretense for quartering in the shield’s 
panels the arms of France as well as those of England, in virtue of 
the old claim of the Plantagenets to the throne of the former. 
Besides this there are the Tudor roses, so familiar to every haunter 
ef an English cathedral; and less historical, even if more curious, 
ai. ape’s head, pushed as through a window, out of,the arch above 
‘he keyhole, in derision, it has been hazarded, of those who might 
try to unravel the secret of the mechanism. 

Interesting as the relic undoubtedly is as a mere specimen of 
old English metal work, it becomes incomparably more interesting 
when connected with the ingenious theory which Starkie Gardner 
has evolved in order to explain its history. That it was made by a 
smith in the reign of Henry VIII. there can be no doubt, and that 
it was made for the King himself there can be less doubt still. The 
quartering of the royal arms, in days when men went to the block 
for such a crime, is proof enough of that. Now it is known that 
Henry carried such a lock with him on his progresses. He did so 
when he met Francis at the “Field of the Cloth of Gold,” and one 
of his household was the yeoman whose duty it was to fix the lock 
on the door of every room in which he slept. The Beddington lock 
is the only sixteenth century lock, chased with the royal arms, known 
to exist. It is, consequently, not a very far-fetched argument to 
maintain that South Kensington today guards the lock which 
guarded the Tudor King just 400 years ago.

| on both sides of the Atlantic. This distin- 
guished woman also founded the Canadian 
National Council of Women with which the Ottawa local council is 
associated. The local council is more than an individual club 
organization; it is, in fact, composed of forty affiliated societies; 
embracing church aid, philanthropic and educational organizations, 
and thus it is capable of exercising a potent moral and sociological 
influence in the community. 

Through its committees, its good offices during the past year 
have been effective in the improvement of civic conditions to which 
it has given its attention, and all the more so because it is the 
policy of the council not to participate in any special propaganda 
but rather to create and to maintain a wholesome public interest in 
all things relating to communal welfare. Following this broad line, 
it has concerned! itself constantly in the care and education of chil- 
dren,.in the comfort of struggling mothers, in the promotion of 
household economics, especially with regard to the ‘fitting of girls 
for the conduct of homes. The existence of six fully equipped play- 
grounds*in Ottawa today is largely attributable to the establishment 
by the council, on its own initiative and at its own cost, of a play- 
ground on a small scale that has served the double purpose of a 
model and an example. ‘a 

The council has gone outside of strictly municipal lines to peti- 
tion the Ontario Legislature in‘favor of the extension of the fran- 
chise to all property owners; it is also concerning itself in the promo-

As the result of the discussion, the conference went on record 
as favoring appointment of women as trustees or their election as 
regents in all educational institutions where women matriculate. 
Nothing was said about the proportion of places to be given to 
women. For the time being it was the principle at stake which was 
being championed. 

Women administrators undoubtedly can best champion the 
interests of women students. The best intentioned of men must 
fall short of doing complete justice to the feminine point of view, 
so the argument runs; and it is backed by the testimony of women 
who serve on college faculties chiefly made up of men. 

For most of the eastern colleges and universities, this action 
by the collegiate alumnae will have no special meaning. These 
institutions do not have coeducation; such women students as they 
have are usually trained in coordinate institutions; and the latter 
have women serving either as deans or on boards of trustees. 
The impact of the demand will be felt more west of the Alleghenies 
and thence on to the Pacific coast, in colleges traditionally com- 
mitted or legally bound to coeducation. - It is significant that such 
institutions. are rich in alumnae who are trained to get what they 
want in politics through organized effort, and who probably will 
not hesitate to organize for the sake of backing this new demand. 


Wir a foresight that points to Salvador’s 
appreciation of events to come, the govern- 
ment of that prosperous Central American 
republic has decreed that henceforth the 
teaching of the English language is to be com- 
pulsory in certain grades of the public Learning 
schools. This step has been taken with a ; 
view to fitting the young people to participate English | 
more largely in international commerce and | 
general intercourse, and since the schools of 
El Salvador are already considered leaders among similar institu- 
tions for public instruction in Spanish-speaking countries, the effect 
of this decision to make English part of the curriculum ought to 
be felt almost immediately. 

The only Central American country without an Atlantic coast 
line, Salvador is so entirely a west-coast country that trade rela- 
tions with eastern United States must be carried on chiefly by export- 
ing or importing goods across alien territory. This is a great disad- 
vantage to the little republic. There is some business with Cali- 
fornia, as well as with western Mexico. But roundabout_ routes 
for shipments otherwise interfere with the trade as a whole. 

Now comes the Panama canal, however, and no sooner is it 
open than a new situation will be presented offering numerous 
advantages. Many of the Salvadorans looking well ahead are by no 
means convinced that the Panama canal will be the only water route 
across Central America. They as well as others think a new con- 
necting water link between the Atlantic and the Pacific may be built 
much sooner than it is now anticipated. Here the much-discussed 
Nicaraguan route comes into view, and as Salvador would face the 
mouth of the Pacific-outlet, the little country would seem to be in the 
way of securing a more direct course for vessels engaged in its trade. 

All things considered, Salvador appears to be taking a long 
look ahead when it keys its public schools of today to the commer- 
cial and proféssional expression that is looked for on the morrow. 
The example set by this Central American country, by far the small- 
est of the five, may awaken a similar interest among its neighbors, 
and as language is always a link of first importance in any large 
endeavor, international ties may become strengthened throughout.
